I hope most of you have been keeping up with the AARA Field Day activity that went on during last weekend 
and reading the e-mails “THIS IS A Drill” prior to Field Day. I know that some of our repeater users were quite up- 
set when the 147.040 and the 146.820 repeaters were shut down as part of the drill about 10 days before FD. It 
caught me by surprise as I did not read the e-mails very close, when I noticed that both were down, I panicked and e- 
mailed our repeater technicians to find out why they were down, then I was told it is part of the scenario of emer- 
gency communications and Field Day. 

I think Glen KF5FNP (Field Day Chairperson) was trying to stress the importance of knowing what to do in case 
the repeaters go down during a emergency situation by resorting to and coordinating simplex frequencies during this 
time. By using simplex frequencies, we get some idea of how to program our transceivers and what kind of range 
we can cover. Glen is very concerned on what may happen and how we as radio operators might cope with this 
problem. I hope everyone gained some knowledge from this experience, I know I did! A hurricane may give us 
some warning in advance, but a disaster such as a tornado, hazardous spill, nuclear attack, etc. will not give us a ad- 
vance warning so we need to be prepared to meet any occasion. 

Bill Vincent, director of the Lafayette Parish EOC, and Ed Roy WASTNK Lafayette Parish EC along with Glen 
put the EMCOMM part of our Field Day together. Bill was very impressed with our Field Day event and extended 
his “Thanks” to all who participated. He also allowed us to use the Lafayette Parish Mobile Command Post for our 
use. It has radios, computers, internet, restroom, and best of all...it is air conditioned! Thanks Bill! 

I know some of our members have a lot of questions about “Why” we did Field Day this way and if you attend 
the July 5" General Meeting, you might want to bring them up, I think you may have a better understanding of 
“Why”! I think this is the first time the AARA as a club group was involved with an emergency “Drill”. 

Jess Gillion KF5LUL, owner of All Ride auto dealership, had his crew give ff — 
our AMOS van a complete makeover, prior to Field Day, they did a great job} 
on making her look beautiful inside and outside. The AARA would also like to 
extend our “Thanks” to a job well done and dearly needed.

beginning on July 5". Each bulletin stated: (THIS IS A DRILL)! These bulletins stated the 

scenario of Hurricane Kaboudreaux entering Louisiana followed by another hurricane Bo- 
hica (Bend Over, Here it Comes Again). Glen did a very good job of putting these bulletins together and added a 
little humor to add a chuckle or two, but remember things like this could happen, we just need to be prepared. 

Here is the fun part of this Field Day. On Mondays June 11th and 18th around 8:00 pm, a group did a “Fox 
Hunt” in the Lafayette, the winners received a prize, we had a good participation. This is part of our Field Day 
training believe it or not!.

piece of traffic. 

EMCOMM TASK #2 10:00 - 11:30 am Saturday 

1. Set up 2 meter antenna with cross band repeat radio o top of Chase Tower for simplex linkup with Baton 

Rouge GOHSEP and Red Cross, and the NWS in Lake Charles. Use a handheld at ground level by Lafayette 
Parish EOC with rubber duck on 445.00 for input. 

2. Perform linkup via 146.520 simplex or 145.230 repeater in Baton Rouge to Louisiana GOSHEP. 

3. Perform linkup via 146.520 simplex or 145.230 repeater in Baton Rouge to Red Cross. 

4. Perform linkup via 146.520 simplex or 145.210 repeater with NWS in Lake Charles. 

We succeed in some of these tasks but failed in a few, this is how we learn!

Zesty Salsa for Canning 


10 cups Roughly chopped toma- 1 1/4 cup Cider vinegar 
toes 3 cloves Minced garlic 
5 cups Chopped and seeded 2 tbsp Cilantro, minced 
bell peppers 3 tsp Salt 
5 cups Chopped onions 6 Oz. Tomato paste 


2 1/2 cups Chopped and seeded 
Jalapenos 


Combine all ingredients except tomato paste in large saucepot. Simmer 
until desired thickness is reached. Stir in tomato paste. Ladle hot salsa into 
hot jars leaving 1/4 inch headspace. Process for 15 minutes in a hot water 
bath.
